Eufaula, Ala» March 5.—Four 
bodies have been taken from the 
ruins of the McRae building, which 
collapsed during a storm of tornado 
proportions that struck Eufaula this 
afternoon. Two others are known 
to be buried in the ruins of this 
building. 

The bodies recovered are those of 
BE. J. Searcy, a broker, and Rev. W. 
P. Dickinson, and two unidentified 
men, 

S. F. Lawton, a traveling insur- 
ance man from Atlanta, is known 
to be buried in the ruins, according 
to Eufaula people, as is Dr. J. L. 
Adams, an optician. Both men are 
believed to be dead, 

Rescue parties are trying to clear 
the debris, working by lantern light 
and by the lights from automobiles. 


Several Negroes Killed. 


Several negroes are known to 
have been killed during the storm 
by the collapse of downtown build- 
‘ings and other buildings. 

Among the injured are: 

J. C. McRae, proprietor of the Mer- 
cantile business operating in the Mc- 
Rae building; Mrs. Emma _ Willie 
Northrup, Miss Alice Wells and John 
Whitlock, a jeweler. 

Rev. Dr. Dickinson, one of the vic- 
tims, was a Methodist pastor. 

Until daylight permits a survey 
of the city, it will be impossible to 
accurately estimate the damage in 
today’s storm, no one tonight being 
in position to estimate except on 
structures known to have been 
wrecked. 

Nearly Every House Damaged. 


Practicaly every house in the city 
was damaged and a number of busi- 
ness houses entirely wrecked, 

The city is in darkness, There is 
no telephone connection and only 
one railroad wire in operation. Trees 
are strewn over the streets. 

The catholic church is a total 
loss. 

Lampley’s three store . buildings 
and an automobile warehouse are a 
total loss. 

The Bluff City inn, the Ross Hard- 
ware company’s store, and J. Oppen- 
heimer’s store are badly damaged. 


Ss. F. Lawton, reported killed in 
a tornado at Eufaula, Ala., late to- 
day, was a traveling representative 
of the Southeastern Underwriters’ 
association, it was said at headquar- 
tera here tonight. Lawton’s home

POLLARD SWEPT 
BY CYCLONE. 

Mobile, Ala., March 5.—A cycione 
which struck Pollard this afternoon 
at 12:45 o'clock did considerable 
damage to the business section, rail- 
road depot and other buildings, in- 
cluding a church. The _ cyclone, 
which came from a southwesterly 
direction, was accompanied by a 
heavy downpour of rain. All wires 
leading to Pollard were prostrated. 
The only town heard from here was 
Flomation, Ala., which, it is report- 
ed, had a severe windstorm. No 
lives are known to have been lost.

CHURCH DEAGONS 
SUE STATEMENT 


Tabernacle Debt Cancel- 
ed in Will of James M. 
Smith, According to a 
Well-Founded Rumor, 
Say Officials. 


Asserting that the administrators 
of the James M. Smith estate have 
not dealt fairly with the indorsers 
of the Tabernacie Baptist church 
note, the board of deacons issued 
a statement Wednesday, covering the 
struggle of that institution to liqui- 
date the indebtedness. 

In this card, which was authorized 
at a recent meeting of the board, 
it is set forth that information re- 
ceived from reputable citizens, shows 
that Colone] Smith cancelled the 
debt of the church in his will, and 
that a former administrator of the 
estate had asserted “that the church 
would never have to pay the debt, if 
the truth were known.” 

Only Payment Was Delayed. 

“After the close of the dollar cam- 
paign,” says the statement, “the of- 
ficials of the church were advised 
by eminent counsel, connected with 
the James M. Smith litigation, not 
to make payment until all contest 
of the probate of the will had ceased. 

“At that time a caveat was pend- 
ing to the will, which has since 
been established, and an effort was 
being made to set up an alleged 
will by the terms of which the tab- 
ernacle debt had been cancelled by 
bequest of James M. Smith. 

“There was.current rumor testified 
to by many reputable citizens going 
to show that Colonel Smith gave the 
debt to the tabernacle in his will. 
A very prominent citizen, at one 
time one of the administrators of 
James M. Smith estate, stated to 
one of the official board of the tab- 
ernacle: ‘If the truth could be known 
your church would iter have to 
pay that debt. Colonel Smith never 
intended to make the church pay 
a 

The statement was accompanied 
by affidavits by three members of 
the Tabernacle Baptist congregation, 
who claimed that M. P. McWhorter, 
counse] for the plaintiffs in the 
suit, had assured them that the in- 
dorsers of the church note would 
not be™held individually liable for 
the shortage. 

The Deacons’ Statement. 

The statement follows: 

Editor Constitution: At a recent 
meeting of the board of deacons of 
the Tabernacle Baptist church of At- 
lanta the following brief statement 
was authori@ed to be given to the 
public by way of answer to the 
cards, paid and otherwise, that have 
recently appeared in public print 
concerning said church. 

It is true that for some years the 
financial affairs of the Tabernacle 
have been more or less before the 
public. Since the completion of that 
great building three financial drives 
have been made, First, the subscrip- 
tion of some $85,000 was raised 
shortly after the building was com- 
pleted and a short time before the 
pastor of the church accepted a call 
to London. 

The second drive was an effort to 


lift the mortgage in order to secure 
as pastor Frank Norris, of Fort 
Worth, Texas, who conditioned his 
acceptance of the call upon the liq- 
uidation of the debt. 
. The third and last drive was what 
we called the “dollar campaign” in 
the fall of 1917. These are the only 
subscriptions raised by the church 
since the building was finished. 
The building cost $146,000 and the 
only funds available when it was 
commenced was $9,000. The hospi- 
tal building was sold and the pro- 
ceeds applied on the debt. The $85,- 
000 subscriptions, which, if collected

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BITTER ROW RAGES 


Questions —Gov. Cox 
and Mayor Rolph Lead 
Opposing Sides. 


SECRETARY HOUSTON 
LEAVES CONFERENCE 


When Rolph Urges Im- 


Session — Rolph Says 
Washington Is Respon- 
sible for Labor Situation. 


Washington, March 5. — Bitter 
controversy raged in the conference 
of governors and mayors today be- 
fore the report of the eommittee on 
resolutions, making a great variety 
of recommendations on public ques- 
tions, finally was adopted. Even aft- 
er the viva voce vote, delegates from 
the west, led by Mayor Rolph, of 
San Francisco, attempted to force 
a record vote to show that they dis- 
sented from the majority, but were 
overruled by Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son, who presided. 

Adjournment was taken after 
Mayor Rolph and Governor Cox, of 
Ohio, chairman of the committee 
-on resolutions, had risen on ques- 
tions of personal privilege concern- 
ing their championship of oppos- 
ing sides in the debate. 

Gist of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions, which Governor 
Cox announced were submitted 
unanimously after elimination of 
all partisan subjects, condemned 
doctrines which inveigh against 
God and government. They also rece 
ommend that the government should 
not only prepare for the transpor- 
tation necessities of prosperity, but 
use the railroads as the means of 
helping private industry by car- 
rying out the program of improve- 
ments, 

Expressly disclaiming approval 
of fixing of costs, the resolutions 
Sanctioned government approval of 
price schedules as a step toward es- 
tablishing a new basis of values. 
Reduction of freight rates on all 
building material, especially road 
material, was suggested. It was 
declared that reduction of wages 
should come only ag a result of re- 
duced living costs, 

Recommendation was made that 
the federal government continue its 
“helpful offices” with the view to 
averting “serious consequences” in 
the financial affairs of public utili- 
ties. Settlement of government con- 
tracts, lifting of governmental re- 
strictions on industry and materials 
as soon as possible, and continua- 
tion of the federal survey of natu- 
ral resources started during the 
war were asked. The conference 
also deplored discontinuance. of fed- 
eral employment agencies and urged 
demobilization of the army by local 
draft boards. 

Utilities Section Attacked, 

The section relating to public util- 
ities was attacked vigorously by 
Mayor Hoan, of Milwaukee, who 
moved that it be stricken out, the

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IRISH OF BOSTON 
TO HONOR COHALAN 
BANNED BY WILSON 


Boston, March §6.—Delegates of 
four Irish societies at a meeting 
here tonight of the Associated 
Branches of the Friends of Irish 
Freedom voted to extend an invi- 
tation to Justice Daniel F. Cohalan, 
of New York, to be the guest of 
honor at a banquet in this city on 
March 17. 

A resolution which was adopted 


declared that “Americans of [Irish 
blood were grievously offended at 
the action of President Wilson at 
the Metropolitan Opera house in 
New York last night in refusing to 
meet a committee named by the 
Irish race convention at Philadel- 
phia until Justice Cohalan has 
withdrawn from the room. 

The resolution expressed confl- 
dence in Justice Cohalan and 
praised him for his work in con- 
nection with the friends of Irish 
freedom. 

Matthew Cummings, who presid- 
ed at the meeting, announced that 
Justice Cohalan was one of the 
three men who had been selected 
by the national organization of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom to go to 
France to press its demands at the

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PORK EMBARGO 
GOES BY BOARD 


All Export Restrictions 
Lifted by Government. 
Price of Hogs and Pork 
Expected to Increase. 


Washington, March 5.—Removal 
of pork and pork products from the 
export conservation list was an- 
nounced tonight by the war trade 
board, effective tomorrow. At the 
same time the board rescinded the 
regulation by which all applications 
for licenses to export these com- 
modities to European’ destinations 
were required to bear a certificate 
from the food administration show- 
ing that the administration had ap- 
proved the sale price, 

The food administration, in an an- 
nouncement issued simultaneously, 
said this action would destroy its 
ability to further stabilize the price 
of live -hogs and that it probably 
would result in the price of hese 
and pork increasing beyond the sta- 
bilized prices which thé adminis- 
tration had desired to continue to 
March 21, 

Export Commission Dissolved. 

The war trade board's announce- 
ment also said that it had been ad- 
vised that the allied provisions ex- 
port commission had been dissolved 
and that purchases of foodstuffs for 
shipment to Great Britain, France 
and Italy would no longer be made 
by that commission. This commis- 
sion was organized early in the war 
and all foodstuffs for the _ allies 
bought in America were purchased 
through it, 


products from the conservation list, 
the board announced that these 
commodities could be exported free- 
ly to the United Kingdom, France, 
Italy, Belgium, Japan or Greece or 
their colonies, possessions or pro- 
tectorates under the special export 
license. issued February 26. 

Officials of the food administra- 
tion had expected to reach an 
agreement before the first of the 
month on the continuance of the 
minimum prices for hogs, but after 
conferences with the war trade 
board and President Wilson it was 
announced that no decision would 
be possible until the president could 
consider the whole matter of ex- 
port embargoes. 

Two statements were issued to- 
night by the food administration. 
One dealt entirely with the effect 
of the war trade board's order. The 
other said former Governor Stuart, 
of Virginia, chairman of the na- 
tional agricultural advisory com- 
mittee, has sent to “his committee 
and to the swine producers’ com- 
mittee a statement indorsing and 
warmly commending, the earnest 
but, unavailing efforts of the food 
administration” to maintain 
minimum ;price for hogs. 

Statement by Board. 

The statement regarding 
board’s action said in part: 

“The practical effect of this ac- 
tion of the war trade board is to 
destroy the ability of the United 
States food administration to fur- 
ther stabilize the price of live hogs. 
It was the desire and has been the 
endeavor of the food administration 
to continte this stabilization as 
heretofore and until March 31, when 
the normal marketing period of 
hogs farrowed in the spring of 
1918 would have terminated. 

“The whole program of stabiliza- 
tion of prices was the outgrowth of 
the imperative necessity for stimu- 
lated hog production for war needs 


at a time when a dangeragus short- 
age of fats threatened the entire 
allied world. 

“The obligation with respect to 
the pigs farrowed in the spring of 
1918 began with the marketing of 
September, and would have been 
terminated March 31. From 85 to $0 
per cent of these hogs have been 
sold. The European demand for 
hog products will increase rather 
than diminish. The supply of live 
hogs coming to market in March 
and April will be greatly reduced 
in numbers. The European markets 
are opening rapidly to free trading 
in hog products, and the area to be 
supplied is being made increasing- 
ly accessible. The enemy countries 
are to be given opportunity to se- 
cure hog products and other foods. 

“It is possible that as a conse- 
quence of the general situation the 
price of hogs and pork may go high- 
er thin the stabilized prices which 
| have been maintained and which 
the food administration desired to 
~ continued to March 21 next.” 
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Officers Accused 


Of Sending Troops 
ToNeedlessDeath 


Sir Sam Hughes Says Ca- 
nadian Troops Were Or- 
dered to Certain Slaugh- 
ter So That Officers 
Might Get Promotion. 


Toronto, March 5.—All Canada 
has been stirred by charges made in 
the house of commons by Sir Sam 
Hughes, former minister of militia, 
that officers commanding the do- 
minion’s forces in France had need- 
lessly sacrificed the lives of their 
men in order to advance themselves. 
Although his allegations were as- 
sumed to refer to Sir Arthur Currie, 
commander-in-chief of the Canadian 
forces, there is apparent tonight a 
strong inclination in many quarters 
to disagree with him. Ssidiers who 
served overseas already have taken 
up the cudgel in support of General 
Currie. 

Waste of Canadian Lives, 

‘Sir Sam opened his attack with 
the announcement that he had pro- 
tested several] times to Premier LBor- 
den against “the waste of Canadian 
boys’ lives in unnecessary stunts on 
the battle field.’”’” He then read a 
letter he had sent to Sir Robert pro- 
testing against what he termed 
needless slaughter at Cambrai and 
stating that he had drawn atten- 


'tion of the prime minister on pre- 


vious occasions to the ‘“‘massacres 
at Lens, Passchendaele, etc., where 
the only apparent object was to glo- 
rify the general in command and 
make it impossible, through butch- 
ery, to have a fifth and sixth divi- 
sion and two army corps.” 

He declared that any gen al who 
would undertake the attack at Cam- 
brai by suburban or street fighting 
should be court-martialed. The same 
was true, he said, of the officer who 
had ordered the storming of Mons 
four hours before the signing of 
the armistice. This he characterized

BARNES MAY KNOW 


Judge Hammond Rushes 
Trial at Thomson, Hold- 
ing Night Session and 
Completing Testimony 
First Day—Much Inter- 
est in Trial. 


Thomson, Ga., March 5.—(Special.) 
John H. Barnes, charged with the 
murder on February 3 of his broth- 
er-in-law, J. O. J. Lewis, will know 
his fate in all likelihood before sun- 
set tomorrow. The taking of testi- 
mony was concluded at the first 
day’s session, court not adjourning 
until after 11 o’clock tonight. The 
arguments of counsel and the charge 
of the presiding judge, Henry C. 
Hammond, will be made at the 
morning session Thursday, the case 
in all probability going to the jury 
before the noon recess. 

The first day of the trial was 
devoid of sensational features, al- 
though the injection of personalities 
livened the proceedings considera- 
bly, and at times approdAched the 
point that a rebuke from the court 
was necessary. 

Thomas E. Watson, advisory coun- 
sel for the defense, around Whom a 
great deal of the interest centered, 
did not take an active part in con- 
ducting the case for the defendant. 
In fact, he was absent from the 
céurtroom during a great part of 
the time spent in the examination 
and cross-examination of witnesses. 
He was twice placed on the stand 
by the defense, the first time to 
testify to Barnes’ physical condi- 
tion on the day of the shooting and 
préviousiy, and the second time as 
a character witness. His tendency to 
stray away from the subject at issue 
and ramble into accounts of his own 
personal and political affairs 
brought him two sharp calls from 
the court. 

Jury Selection Prompt. 

Anticipated delay 1n the selection 
of a jury did not materialize to any 
great extent, the box being filled 
in sixty-two minutes. Fifty-three 
veniremen out of a total of one 
hundred and forty-eight summoned, 
one hundred of these being drawn 
by the judge immediately after the 
case was called, were examined. 
The state exhausted all of its ten 
strikes, while the defense used nine- 
teen of the twenty strikes to which 
it was entitled.

UNREST IS GROWING 
THROUGHOUT GERMANY 


Spartacans Are Driven 
From Halle After Bloody 
Fighting—All Transport 
Stopped in Berlin by the 
Strike. 


Berlin, March 5.—Government 
troops at police headquarters fired 
on rioters in the neighborhood Tues- 
day evening and several casualties 
are reported to have resulted. The 
troops had been called to disperse 
the crowds which were gathered in 
increased numbers around the head- 
quarters. 

Reports were current that a Spar- 
tacan marine division had seized po- 
lice headquarters, but this proved to 
be incorrect. 

The Sparitacans have inaugurated 
a movement to seize Koenigsberg, 
East Prussia, and thereby open @ 
route of communication to Moscow 
so that Bolshevik armies from Rus- 
sia might move to the agsistance of 
the Spartacan forces, according to 
an official government bulletin to~ 
day. 

The government, however, the bul- 
letin states, has sent forces into Ko- 
enigsburg with the object of putting 
down the Spartacan strike move- 
ment for the seizure of the town. 

These troops, adds the bulletin, 
which was issued under date of 
Tuesday, March 4, disarmed the 
Spartacan home guard in Koenigs- 
berg after considerable fighting. 

Government Troops Take Halle. 

Government troops occupied the 
city of Halle, between Berlin and 
Weimar, late Monday after sanguin- 
ary street fighting in which thirty 
civilians were killed, according to an 
aviator who has arrived here by 
airplane from Halle. The troops also 
suffered casualties. se 

During the fighting, the aviator 
reports,. the rioters seized officers 
of the government forces and threw 
them into the river Saale, where 
they permitted them to drown. 
There was much looting prior to 
and during the fighting, and the 
property loss is said to be heavy. 

The Spartacan leaders fled from 
the city and are reported to have 
taken a large amount of city funds 
with them. The government troops 
have proclaimed a state of siege in 
Halle. 

Halle, an important railroad junc- 
tion between Berlin and Weimar, 
had been in the hands of the Spar- 
tacans most of last week. It was 
one of the first cities in central 
Germany to be affected by the Spar- 
tacan movement, which since appar- 
ently has spread throughout the 
country.

‘ in my opinion, this leaves us without 
any municipal system of registration for 
bond elections and, therefore, we must 
return to the law as it existed before such 
registrations were provided for. 

Under this law, which is still a statute, 
We arrive at the number of voters required 
by referring to the tally sheets of the 
last municipal election. Under this, if two- 
thirds, in number, of the vote recorded at 
the last municipal election, vote in favor 
of the bonds in the preserrt election, I think 
they would be,ypassed. In other words, we 
arrive at the number of qualified voters 
by referring to the tally sheets at the 
last municipal election. 

However, there is a difference of opinion 
on this subject and some attorneys hold 
‘that, notwithstanding the repeal of spe- 
cial registration for bond elections, the 
language retained in: the amendment which 
“provides that two-thirds must be a ma- 
jority of the registered voters means that 
a major of those regisiered must vote 
for the bonds and this majority must be 
two-thirds of those voting. 


We Have No System. 


The reason I have not adopted this view 
fe that we have no system by which ‘to 
arrive at the number of registered voters, 


our municipal system being abolished, and | 


it certainly would not mean a majority of 
all those who have heretofore registered 
~ because all those, who have heretofore 
registered, are not qualified to vote unless 
they have paid their taxes up to the present 
year. In other words, being registered does 
not qualify for voting without the payment 
of such taxes and, hence, the provision 
. would not be enforcible, if given this con- 
struction. 
= Another view is that the registration used 
in city elections can be used as the method 
of arriving at the qualified voters in the 
bond elections but, again, this could not

‘PRODUCERS OF MILK 


GETTING LOWER PRICE 


It became known yesterday that 
the milk depot men, those who sell 
to the distributors, are bringing 
pressure to bear upon the producers 
to cause them to reduce the price 
of milk from 45 to 40 cents, while 
they are maintaining the same price. 

A prominent milk dealer of the 
city stated Wednesday that this ef- 
fort to bring down the producers’ 
price was being made by both the 
retailer and the wholesaler who buy 
direct from the producer. 

Many producers, the dealer stated, 
especially those living at a distance 
from Atlanta, with whom the cost 
of transportation of milk to Atlanta 
is a considerable item of expense, 
are finding it practically impossible 
to furnish milk at 40 cents per gal- 
lon. In the opinion of this dealer, 
the surburban producers, who con- 
stitute the source of a great part 
of the city’s supply, will probably, 
therefore, be forced out of business, 
and instead of cheaper milk, there 
‘will be a shortage. 


Forced to Take Low Price. 


A woman who conducts her own 
dairy told the story of how she had 
been forced to sell her milk at 40 
cents a galon by the manager of the 
large milk depot to which she sells. 
When she was getting 45 cents she 
hired a man to take the milk to the 
depot for her, but now she is forced 
to dispense with his services and 
attempt to get it to the wholesalers 
herself. 

Mrs. Newton C. Wing, committee 
chairman, said of this state of af- 
fairs: “We do not wish to bring 
on unjust conditions upon anyone, 
and we have never taken the stand 
that the producers are getting too 
much for their milk. In fact, it 
seems to be the opinion of those 
in a position to know that at pres- 


ent 45 cents a gallon is not an un- 
fair price for those who produce the | 
milk. We hope that an investiga- | 
tion will bring about a more aatig- 
actory adjustment all around.”

None of 
the artificial foods can take the place of | 
fresh milk. They can not be dfluted with | 
water so as ‘o obtain a liquid equal to. 
mother’s milk. 

‘Those artificial food companies which 
advise the addition of cow's milk to their | 
‘food’ and then publish such beautiful re- | 
suits, are stealing the reputation of the | 
cow. | 

‘These artificial

foods are all sterilized 
or dead foods. They all lack the ‘live or 
fresh’ elements which is found itn mother’s | 
or cow's milk. 

“This ‘fresh element’ is absolutely essen- 
tial to proper growth and development. If | 
the ‘fresh element’ is left out of an infant's 
food for any length of time, that infant 
is very likely to develop rickets or scurvy 
or beth. 

Can’t Stand Disease. 

“In addition all foods which are used 
without fresh milk contain entirely foo 
much of the sugars and too little fats and | 
proteins. In other worlds they are unh- 
balanced foods. ‘They often produce fat 
babies, but they are soft, flabby and lacking 
In resistance. Shonld these babies con- 
tract a severe illness, they do not ‘stand | 
fire.’

WILSON COMMUTES 
DEATH SENTENCES 


Washington, March 5.—Commuta- 
tion by President Wilson of death 
sentences passed in three cases by 
military courts-martial was an- 
nounced today by the war depart- 
ment. 

Private Frank J. Burke, a con- 
scientious objector at Fort Riley, 
Kan., was sentenced to death after 
conviction of refusing to obey a 
command of his superior officer. Ma- 
jor General Wood, who was in com- 
mand at the time, recommended 
commutation to twenty-five years’ 
confinement. President Wilson or- 
dered this reduced to fifteen years. 

Private Arshag <Ashbahain was 
sentenced to death at Newport News 
for refusing to fall in with his com- 
mand, the Fourth infantry, for de- 
parture to a. point of embarkation. 
President Wilson ordered the sen- 
tence reduced to ten years’ confine- 
ment. 

Private Aaron H. Smith was sen- 
tenced to death at Camp Greenleaf, 
Ga., for refusal to obey orders. Ma- 
jor General Henry G. Sharp, com- 
manding the southeastern depart- 
ment, after reviewing the case, rec- 
ommended a sentence of twenty-five 
vears’ imprisonment, and President 
Wilson ordered this reduced to fif- 
teen years.

Liner George Washington 
With Presidential Party 
Left Hoboken for France 
Early Wednesday Morn- 
ing. 


ONLY A SMALL CROWD 
SAW PRESIDENT SAIL 


Vessel’s Departure Was 
Delayed a Few Minutes 
So That the President 
Might Get the New York 
Morning Papers. 


New York, March 5.—President 
Wilson sailed today on his second 
voyage to France determined, as 
he said in his Metropolitan Opera 
House speech here last night, not 
to “come back till it’s over over 
there.” The transport George 
Washington bearing the presiden- 
tial party left the Hoboken pier 
ae. 3:15: a. ™. 

The chief executive’s departure 
was marked by a simplicity which 
contrasted with the noisy demon- 
stration given him when the George 
Washington carried Mr. Wilson 
from American waters on his first 
journey to Paris last December. 

Only Small Crowd at Plier. 

Today there was only a small 
crowd of persons assembled at the 
army transport pier. To these the 
president, hat in hand, and Mrs. 
Wilson wWaved farewell greetings 
while the band on the transport 
Great Northern, berthed nearby, 
played “The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Standing on the bridge, the presi- 
dent and his wife saw the Ameri- 
can flag raised on the staff at 
the stern and heard the booming of 
the presidential salute of twenty- 
one guns. As the transport turned 
her nose toward the Statue of Lib- 
erty an escort of destroyers got 
underway @head. The harbor was 
nearly deserted because of the 
strike of marine workers. 

The president and Mrs. Wilson 
had ascended to the bridge soon aft- 
er 8 o'clock. Mr. Wilson had been 
up and about the decks for nearly 
two hours, having been the first 
of the presidential party to ap- 
pear. Most of the others were asleep 
when the transport sailed. 

Just as the George Washington 
was about to sail it was discovered 
that some one had neglected to 
bring aboard the morning news- 
papers. The lines had been made 
fast to the gang plank which wag 
about to be drawn in when the 
president’s orderly, clutching a dol-. 
lar bill in his hand, rushed across 
the plank on to the pier and hur- 
ried through the flag decorated 
archway to a newsstand where 
he purchased the papers and 
came running back to the ship. This 
incident delayed for a few minutes 
the vessel’s departure. 

Brief Slecp for President. 

The newspapers brought’. on 
board at the last moment contained 
the text of the speeches of the pres- 
ident and William Howard Taft in 
support of the league of nations, at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last 
night. 

It was a few minutes before mid- 
night when Mr. Wilson arrived in 
Hoboken and it was early morning 
before he reached his_ stateroom, 
so that his sleep was brief. 

The president arrived at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House about 8:15 
o'clock last night. After Mr. Taft 
and he had spoken the president as- 
serting that “an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the American people is in 
favor of the league of nations,” Mr. 
Wilson received a delegation of 
Irish-Americans with whom he dis- 
cussed the aspirations of Ireland at 
the peace conference. Militant suf- 
fragists had tried unsuccessfully to 
force their way into the opera house 
earlier in the evening and a few of 
them were arrested. 

The George Washington passed 
quarantine at 9:10 a. m. and was sa- 
luted by twenty-one guns by the U. 
S. S. Amphitrite and by whistles 


blown by all the steam craft in the 
lower bay. 


George Washington Overhauled. 

The George Washington has been 
overhauled and repainted outside 
and inboard since her arrival in New 


York a week ago. That the presi- 
dent may be in touch with the shore 
during the entire voyage independ- 
ently of the escorting warships, the 
transport has been equipped with a 
new high powered wireless appa- 
ratus with a radius of 1,100 miles. 
She will be in communication with 
the station at Brunswick, N. J., un- 
til she picks up Poldhu station on 
the other side of the Eiffel tower. 

On the voyage to Boston the 
George Washington had only a wire- 
less radius of 300 miles and when 
the convoy was left astern the presi- 
dent was cut off from communica- 
tion with Washington. The battle- 
ship Montana will act as convoy to 
Brest. 

The party aboard the George 
Washington today was smaller than 
on the first presidential voyage as 
there were no diplomats or peace 
delegates. 

About 3,000 tons of cargo, consist- 
ing of supplies for the army in 
France and Germany is being car- 
ried on the George Washington.

Chesterfield 
and Piedmont 20's should be sold at 
20 cents, 16’s at 15 cents, 10’s at 10 
cents, and 8’s at 2 for 15 cents.

OF SAVING WORLD 


Lloyd-George Says There 
Is Convulsion Ever y- 
where, and That It’s Up 
to Britain to Save Civi- 
lization. 


London, March 5.—Premier Lloyd- 
George made a striking speech at 
the first session of the joint indus- 
trial council of employers and em- 
ployees which was appointed last 
week by the industrial conference. 
The premier said he was returning 
to the peace congress, which he 
hoped would settle and settle satis- 
factorily the peace of the world, 
and continued: 

“I thought it important to come 
here just to say a few words to you 
because you also are sitting at a 
peace congress, the importance of 
which I am sure must have impress- 
ed itself upon your mind. It is 
probably mofre important in its 
bearing, not merely upon the settle- 
ment of problems, but on the set- 
tlement of the future of this coun- 
try, than perhaps you may realize, 

Germany Going to Pieces. 

“The world is in a state of con- 
vulsion and unrest. Russia has 
gone to pieces and the symptoms 
are that Germany is going to pieces 
also. There is a lack of cohesion; 
there is a lack of definite, clear in- 
dication of the way in which the 
country is going to march and of 
the suffering. This is beginning to 
be very acute, and is spreading. « 

“I should not be a bit surprised if 
this old country, not for the first 
time, would be the land that will 
save civilization in more senses 
than one, and I should like you to 
do it. You may be making a model 
for civilization, to which all lands 
will turn and say, ‘Let us follow 
Britain.’ 

“It is not the first time that 
Britain has given the principles 
upon which liberty and democratic 
government have been settled in 
other lands. I want Britain to save 
civilization this time. But civiliza- 
tion canot be saved by the triumph 
of any one class. It can only be 
saved by the triumph of justice and 
fair play of all classes. That is the 
spirit in which I want you to ap- 
proach the great problems in front 
of you. 

“Don’t try each to get the ad- 
vantage over the other. This is not 
a court wherein all are advocates 
and one presents his case with the 
hope of getting a verdict for his 
own side. You are judges. You are 
trustees for the whole country; for 
millions of work people, and em- 
ployers and those whom you would 
not classify strictly in your cate- 
gory, but who are all, at any rate, 
part of this great band. 

Must Look at Long Runa. 

‘T say to the employers that they 
might get voluntary advantWi@es 
which would in the end ruin them. 
They must look at the long run if 
they want the whole fabric to be 
secured. They must see_ th.® the 
foundations are secure. If they are 
not they have got to be uprooted. 

“On the other hand, I say to*the 
workers that what is happening in 
Russia and what may happen in 
Germany shows that, while the an- 
archistesections may appear for the 
moment to be triumphant, incon- 
ceivable horrors are being suffered 
in those countries. A small] section 
may be doing well, but the vast 
multitude of the working classes 
there are suffering unimagimable 
distress. 

“Therefore, what is needed is a 
prosperous community where pros- 
perity is insured for all. We must 
banish unemployment. This can and 
must be done. Some scheme must be 
devised whereby the workers must 
never again be put in dread of the 
horrors of distress, hunger and 
famine. The future prosperity of 
this country depends upon increas- 
ed productivity. You have got to 
do that. Let the workers understand 
that where there is an increase of 
products they will get their fair 
share of it. 

“What is wanted between em- 
ployers and workers is more confi- 
dence and more understanding.”

New Orleans, March 5.—More than 
3,000 delegates to represent cotton 
interests of the entire world will 
attend the world cotton conference 
to be held in New Orleans .in October 
this year, Rufus R. Wilson, secre- 
tary of the National Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ association, Boston, an- 
nounced here today.

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FOR SENIORITY RULE 


Washington, March 5.—Republic- 
an organization of the next house of 
representatives was pushed forward 


today by party lenders, composing a 
committee on committees with prac- 
tically a final decision that senior- 
ity of membership would continue to 
datermine committee rank. This 
action, taken in respect to the eleven 
principal committees, applies to 
chairmanships, as well as to other 
leading places in the roster of the 
republican committee membership. 

Before undertaking to consider 
the question of membership rank, 
the republicans decided on the ap- 
portionment of places on the com- 
mittees between the two parties. 
Because of their margin of control 
of the next house, the committee de- 
cided to increase the majority ap- 
portionment by one member with a 
similar reduction of democratic or 
minority membership. 

The Committee Ratio. 


The principal committee, having 
twenty-one members, would, under 
the plan adopted, be divided between 
thirteen republicans and eight dem- 
ocrats, While practically the same 
ratio would obtain with the commit- 
tees of smaller membership. A de- 
cision to make possible use of the 
committees on departmental expen- 
ditures, for proposed investigation 
of war expenditures and other in- 
quiries of department activities led 
to the membership apportionment of 
these committees being agreed on as 
five republicans and two democrats, 
instead of the four-to-three ratio 
that obtained in the last house. 

No consideration of the rank on 
the less important committees was 
given at today’s meeting, the com- 
mittee deferring action on the 
ground that republicans on these 
committees might be transferred to 
the principal committees. New mem- 
bership of the committees also was 
not considered, but nominations 
made for the vacancies on behalf of 
the committees showed that twice

Sentences of Carter and 
Easman, Convicted Un- 
der Espionage Act, Com- 
muted--Clemency Shown 


in 53 Cases. 


Washington, March 5.—Unduly- 
harsh sentences imposed on a num- 
ber of persons convicted during the 
war emergency of violating the es- 
pionage act will be corrected from 
time to time through executive 
clemency by President Wilson, it 
was announced today, simultaneous- 
ly with the commutation of sen- 
tences in fifty-two cases, and com- 
plete pardon in one. As fast as the 
department of justice can review 
the 150 cases still awaiting exami- 
nation, recommendations for the 
shortening of sentences will be sent 
to the president. 

Frederick Krafft, of veoumiiee N. 
J., secretary of the socialist party 
in New Jersey, was given the only 
full pardon in the group of crses 
today. He was convicted for utter- 
ances in a speech in the public 
square at Newark, but in pardoning 
him, consideration was given to the 
fact that in the socialist national 
convention at St. Louis early in the 
war, he wes one of the pro-war 
leaders. 

Those granted clemency today in- 
cluded a number of socialists, I. W. 
W. agitators and religious pacifists. 

Two Georgians in List. 

The names, district 
in which convictions were ob- 
tained and the sentence com- 
muted included G. C. Carter, 
northern Georgia district, one year 
and one day, and W: A. Easman, 
southern Georgia, sentence to ex- 
pire April 1, and Gustav Sigwalt, 
northern Florida district, sentence 
to exnire April 1. 

The sentence of Amos Linden 
Hitchcock, former socialist member 
of the school board of Cleveland, 
Ohio, was commuted from ten to 
two years. 

The fifteen-year sentence im- 
posed on Clarence H. Waldron, of 
Vermont, a pacifist preacher, was 
commuted to expire April 1, next. 
Victims of War-Time Passion. 

In many of the cases acted on 
today, officials of the department of 
justice said, prisoners had been vic- 
tims of war-time passion or preju- 


dice, and had been given long sen- 
tences not commensurate with their 
offenses. To eliminate any possible 
injustice, the reviews were under- 
taken. Officials explained, however, | 
that they would take care not to 
recommend clemency for the scores 
of persons against whom there was 
strong evidence of disloyalty and 
whose sentences were not extreme. 
Thousands of letters have been 
received at the department of jus- 
tice asking executive clemency for 
J. F. Rutherford, head of the Inter- 
national Bible Students’ association, 
and seven associates, now serving

Governor and Mayor Clash. 

The. controversy between Gov- 
ernor Cox and Mayor Rolph arose 
out of a resolution which the mayor 
introduced early in the day, de- 
manding that President Wilson re- 
convene congress to pass appropria- 
tion measures, condemning the 
building of American ships in Chi- 
nese and Japanese yards while con- 
tracts in this country were being 
canceled, and favoring the principle 
of collective bargaining. 

In reporting the committee’s de- 
cision not to accept the resolution, 
Governor Cox said he would be glad 
to give reasons if desired. 

Mayor Rolph failed to obtain post- 
ponement of consideration of the re- 
port until a night session and then 
promptly demanded that the gov- 


ernor give the reasons for eliminat- 
ing the mayor’s resolution. Gover- 
nor Cox did not reply and the fight 
over the adoption of the report be- 
gan. Later Governor Cox rose to a 
question of personal privilege. 

“Nothing in word or spirit was 
intended to convey asperity to the 
may of San Francisco,” he said. 
“The committee desired to avoid 
subjects which are matters of politi- 
cal controversy.” 

Mayor Rolph heatedly replied that 
there was no intention to bring 
politics into the gathering; that he 
had criticised the republican fili- 
buster which defeated the appro- 
priation measures, but that the only 
way to get congress “back on the 
job” was to have the president call 
an extra session. 

An attempt to have the conference 
indorse government ownership of 
railroads was defeated by acclama- 
tion. 

Houston Leaves the Room, 


At the morning session dissatis- 
faction of western delegates at what 
they regarded as the failure of the 
conference to achieve concrete re- 
sults broke forth in a storm of de- 
bate, during which Secretary Hous- 
ton, who was to have spoken, left 
the room in the department of the 
interior, where today’s sessions were 
held.

“With all due respect to the gen- 
tlemen who have addressed us,’ 
Mayor Rolph said, “they have not 
told us a word that we did not al- 
ready know. We have traveled 3,000 
miles not to hear that every Ameri- 
can ought to own a home or that 
good roads ought to be built, but to 
find out how the poor American 
hero, begging on the streets of New 
York, is going to get a job. Most of 
the trouble with the labor situation 
is right here in Washington, and we 
want to know what’s going to be 


Baker, of Portland, Ore., 
declared the western delegates 
were much dissatisfied with the 
procedure of the conference and 
wanted something done. It was at 
this point that Secretary Houston 
departed. 


Bolshevik Scare Ridiculed, 


“This panic about: Bolshevism in 
the United States is all a bogey,’’ 
said William Piggott, spokesman of 
Seattle, Wash., today in telling 
the conference of governors” and 
mavors how Seattle dealt with labor 
unrest. 

“Out in the west we deplore the 
position taken by public men on this 
question,’ Mr. Piggott said. “The 
man is unfair who compares condi- 
tions in this country with Europe. 
There is no reason for anarchy or 
revolt in the United States, where 
the working people have the best 
homes and the best conditions in 
the world and can change their gov- 
ernment by the ballot instead of by 
force.”’ 

Mr. Piggott emphasized, however, 
that mayors and governors should 
act more courageously in dealing 
with unrest, particularly as it ap- 
peared there would be many thou- 


sands of unemployed in the country 


in the next few months. 
“You can’t help conditions by sit- 
ting around playing politics,” he de- 
clared in attacking congress for not 
passing appropriation. bills. 
Director General Hines, who, with 
Secretaries Glass, Redfield and Lane, 
addressed the conference today, said 
the railroad administration was con- 
sidering the reduction of freight 
rates on road-building material. 
Mayors May Form League. 
Plans for the organization of an 
“American mayors’ league’ were 
ear tonight at a final meet- 
ng of ny of the mayors who at- 
pended the three days’ conference. 
A committee of five was appointed 
to confer with the department of 
labor as ‘to the feasibility of form- 
ing such an organization. 
To deal with tne present indus- 
trial and labor situation, the or- 
ganization would be subject to the 
call of the secretary of labor at any 
time for conference. February 4 
was fixed as the definite date for 
the annual conference to be called 
by the secretary, it being the pur- 
pose of the mayors to convene in 
Washington a month before’ the 
end of the regular session of con- 
gress so that the views of the con- 
ference can be placed before the 
legislative body.

He was great-hearted and generous 
in his dealings with the church and 
made a loan of $75,000 when no 
other lender in the field would do it. 

Indorsers Unfairly Treated. 

The Tabernacle does not resent 
the effort being made by the ad- 
ministrators to collect this debt. 
Such course is clearly within the 
bounds of their right and duty; but 
the fact remains that the indorsers 
have not been fairly treated as wiil 
appear by affidavits made by some 
of them which are hereto appended.

UNEMPLOYMENT ARE 
CONTINUES 10 SPREAD 


Washington, March 6.—Reports 
for the current week show a great- 
er increase in the number of un- 
employed and in the area of un- 
employment than for several weeks 
past, according to the weekly bul- 
letin of the United States employ- 
ment service made public today. 
During the week the number of 
cities reporting heavy unemploy- 
ment increased two-thirds and the 
total number of unemployed from 
340,697 to 365,400, almost one-third 
of which is in Ohio. The southeast 
seems to be the least affected of 
any section of the country. 

Conditions in the southeast were 
as follows: 

Birmingham reports a shortage 
of labor but no estimate. Mobile 


reports an equality of labor and 
demand with threats of strikes. A 
large number of common and 
skilled workmen released from the 
nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals are 
unplaceable and some of them have 
been transferred to other states. 

Jacksonville, Pensacola and Tam- 
pa report slight shortages. There 
is a general shortage of common 
and farm labor throughout Flor- 
ida. Skilled mechanics are plenti- 
ful. 

Savannah reports a shortage of 
864. Atlanta reports a surplus of 
skilled and unskilled white labor 
and a slight shortage of negro 
common labor. Atlanta also re- 
ports strikes. 

New Orleans reports an apparent 
equality of labor supply and de- 
mand with carpenters. still on 
There is a slight demand 
laborers and railroad 


strike. 
for negro 
workers. 

Wilmington reports a shortage 
of 250. There is an equality of 
labor supply and demand in Ra- 
leigh and Winston-Salem. 

Nashville reports a surplus of 2,- 
000 with a lockout of harness mak- 
ers. Memphis reports a shortage 
of 500 negro farm laborers, but a 
surplus of white labor. Chatta- 
neoga reports an apparent equality 
of labor demand and supply. 

Charleston and Columbia both 
report slight shortages. 

Norfolk reports a shortage of 
1.500 while Richmond reports a 
surplus of 1,500. Lynchburg re- 
ports an equality of labor supply 
and demand. No activities in the 
building tradea in Virginia are ex- 
pected in the near future. and a 
heavy labor surplus is anticipated.

MAIN QUESTIONS 
OF PEACE TREATY 


Taken Up by Council of 
the Great Powers—Ques- 
tions Relate to German 
Disarmament — Lloyd- 
George in Paris. 


Paris, March 8.—The arrival of 
the British prime minister, David 
Lloyd-George, in Paris tonight is the 
prelude to the discussion of the 
main question of the peace treaty by 
the council of the great powers, 
whith will begin tomorrow and con- 
tinue during President Wilson’s 
stay. 

The question to be determined to- 
morrow relates to the military and 
naval terms of the enemy disarma- 
ment as framed by Marshal Foch 
and the joint military and naval ad- 
visers. These were originally fram- 
ed as terms of the armistice, but are 
now changed so as to be part of the 
permanent peace treaty. 

Lloyd-George and House, 

Premier Lloyd-George and Colonel 
House will have lunch together 
prior to tomorrow’s meeting at 
which the British and American po- 
sitions will doubtless be co-ordi- 
nated, as President Wilson’s views 
on the subject are understood to 
have been made known by cable an 
wireless. 

The subjects of reparation for war 
damages and the western Gertman 
frontier will follow the military and 
naval terms. It is understood that 
an agreement has virtually been 
reached on the amount of repara- 
tion to be inserted in the peace 
treaty. 
the French or British estimates as 
originally submitted, but is still a 
vast sum running high into billions 
of dollars. 

The western German frontier is 
also practically settled, one of the 


main features being a neutralized or | 


“sterilized” strip along the west 
bank of the Rhine, which will in- 
sure an adequate buffer between 
France and any renewed German ag- 
gression.

The council of the feat powers 
today heard the case of King Nicho- 
las of Montenegro, which was pre- 
sented by General Gvosdenovich, 
Montenegrin minister at Washing- 
ton. It was a protest by the vener- 
able monarch against losing his 
throne and having his country ab- 
sorbed by the new Jugo-Slav state. 

Incidentally the protest involves 
the issue between Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia. King Nicholas is the father 
of the Queen of Italy, so that Monte- 
negro’s position has not been clearly 
defined on the issue between Italy 
and the new state, which seeks to 
embrace Montenegro, 

The council also considered food 
relief for Bohemia and other sec- 
tions of southeastern Europe, where 
warring factions still make it diffi- 
cult to forward supplies, 
oped during the session today that 
the Jugo-Slav frontier, which had 
been closed against Italy, and 
threatened to precipitate a crisis 
with that country, has been re- 
opened.

FEBRUARY REPORT 
Ur FAILURES BY DUN 


While varied and far-reaching changes 
in business have occurred during the nearly 
four months that have elapsed since the 


signing of the armistice, no reflection of 
the readjustment which is everywhere in 
progress yet appears in the insolvency sta- 
tistics. Following January’s remarkably 
favorable exhibit, commercial defaults in the 
shorter month of February, as reported 
to R. G. Dun & Co., disclose further reduc- 
tion, numbering only 602 in the United States 
and supplying $11,489,183 of liabilities, ex- 
clusive of receiverships of three traction, 
light and power companies in the _ sovrth, 
involving upwards of $20,000,000. With 
these bankruptcies eliminated, the February 
failures contrast with 673 in January for 
$10,736,298 and 980 reverses for $12,829,- 
182 in February of 1918, when the showing 
was considered highly gratifying. Although 


the February indebtedness is some $750,000 
above that of January, it is less than in 
any other morth since last August and is 
the lightest of any February back to 1907, 
while the number of insolvencies is not only 
71 below that of January, but is the small- 
est of any February on record. Comparing 
with the 2,278 defaults for $32,404,630 of 
February, 1915—the top point for the period 
—the numerical decrease is 1,676, or 73.6 
per cent, and the contraction in amount 
$20,915,447, or 64.5 per cent.

facturing lines; 384 for $3,647,513 in trad- 
ing occupations, and 57, with an indebted- 
ness Of $2,683,437, among agents, brokers 
and other concerns not properly included 
in either of the two leading divisions. The 
manufacturing reverses contrast with 180 
for $5,125,067 in January, and with 255 for 
$4,232,561 in February of 1918. It thus 
appears that the February mannfacturing 
liabilities slightly exceed those of January 
and are also $925,000 larger than in Febru- 
ary, 1918; yet, with the latter exception, 
they are the lightest of any, February since 
1907, while the number is Tot only moder- 
ately less than in January, but is the small- 


153 such defaults reported in 1899. An even 
more strikingly favorable exhibit is made 
by the trading insolvencies, which compare 
with 458 for $4,340,455 in January and 663 
for $6,640,086 in February of 1918 and which 
are, in fact, less in number than in any 
previous February, with an _ indebtedness 
that has only once been smaller in February 
—namely, the $3,566,881 of 1906. The class 
embracing agents, brokers, etc., also makes 
a good showing; while the 57 snch failures 
for $2,683,437 disclose increases in both 
number and amount over January, and 
though the liabilities are larger then in 
February, 1918, and 1916 of recent years, 
the number is the smallest for the month 
since 1913.

Congress’ Failure to Pro- 
vide Funds for Maintain- 
ing Railroads Leads to 
Further Offerings — Ir- 
regularity Extends to 
Other Issues. 


New York, March 5.—The pro- 
tracted advance in the stock market 
came to an abrupt halt today, fur- 
ther offerings of railway shares 
soon extending to various specu- 
lative issues, causing general ir- 
regularity. 

Failure of congress to provide 
funds for maintaining the railroads 
was viewed as leaving the country’s 
transportation system in an embar- 
rassing position, but the opinion 
prevailed emergency requirements 
of roads with established credit 
would be met by private banking 
accommodations. 

This view was supported by Di- 
rector General Hines, in a statement 
emphasizing the gravity of condi- 
tions, but dismissing reports of the 
early intention of the administra- 
tion to restore the properties to pri- 
vate ownership. 

Losses among rails ranged from 
1 and 2 points, investment issues 
meeting with support at conces- 
sions. In the group comprising mo- 
tors and their accessories the set- 
back was more extensive, although 
Kelly-Springfield Tire was again 
ed repeating its recent max- 
mum. 

Oils, cams and shippings con- 
tributed largely to the advances of 
the early and mid-session, also to- 
baccos, sugars and fertilizers. Some 
of these gains were largely for- 
feited towards the close, where they 
were not entirely cancelled, free 
selling of United States Steel con- 
tributing to the heavy close. 

Call money was abundantly of- 
fered at prevailing rates and easier 
conditions ruled in the dull market 
for time funds.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, March 5.—(Special.)—With the 
wheat guarantee bill which passed yesterday 
and was signed by the president, there went 
a rider which amended section 5 of the 
United States cotton futures act so that 
cotton below the value of low middling or if 
tinged, below grade of middling, or if yel- 
low stained below strict mié¢dling, or if 
blue stained below good middling, shall 
not be delivered on contract. These amend- 
ments went into effect immediately and it 
was necessary therefore to keep the ex- 
changes closed until tomorrow when trading 
will be begun in ‘‘contract new style,’’ 
which contract conforms to the amended 
law. Old style contracts are not affected, 
except that ‘they will be traded in only 
for liquidation. It is also provided that 
with the new contracts the classing shall 
be done by the department of agriculture, 

Opinion is naturally much confused as 
to whether these changes will advance 
the price of cotton as intended and as to 
what will be the effect on the outstanding 
old style contracts. It is probable that 
there may be some monetary confusion, but 
we doubt if there is any sharp change in 
the market tomorrow with the present grade 
differences. The: old contracts are cheap, 
and while at first glance the new should 
command a premium, it remains to be seen 
what that premium will be when the trade 
takes the present value of old contracts due 
to these grade differences into consideration. 
As to the broad question of the price of 
cotton, that depends and always has de- 
pended on questions which cannot be legis- 
lative—namely on the laws of supply and 
demand, modified as they are in actual 
practice by. business conditions and _ the 
judgment of the trade on business conditions.
